The Inter-Fraternity Council 
board has declared 
“null and void’’ on “‘pracedural 
grounds” its second decision 
‘concerning penalities imposed 
on Chi Phi for consuming alco- 
holic beverages in the fraternity 
house. The board will not con- 
duct a rehearing on the first 
decision reached on the matter. 

Mark Spangler, head of the 
IFC Jud Board, said that incor- 
rect procedure was followed 
when the board went ahead and 
reviewed the original sentence 
without notifying Chi Phi. 

With the second decision now 
thrown out, the board will, for 
the same reason it conducted 
the review, conduct the rehear-

A Paradox 


Consider what the anti-Vietnam War demon- 
strator says: the war is unnecessary and unjust; its 
* run corruptly, inefficiently, and without true Congres- 
sional authorization; it slaughters the innocent; It 
wastes American lives; it elevates inflation, depres- 
i ses morality, and reroutes billions from our own 

starving ghettoes to the swamps of Southeast Asia. 

The war cannot be allowed to continue, the pro- 
testor says. So he voices his dissent. He pleads, he 
pickets, he marches, he prints, he sits, he sings— 
and by God he’s heard. | 
And this is his right. If you don't believe 1t, 
tet just ask him. Every American has the right of free 
3 speech. In fact, when the stakes are as high as they 
: obviously are, we have a duly to speak—our own 
— government admitted this when it sanctioned the 
trials of Nazis at Nuremburg. The individual was 
held responsible for his government's actions then, 
and he must surely be held responsible now. 

: So the right to free speech is the very dearest to 
the heart of every protester. 


sa But say—does Dow Chemical have the right to 
free speech? Can they, for instance, set up on cam- 
puses and speak with students in the same way that, 
for example, the Peace Corps can? 

How about ROTC? Does a Military instructor 
have the same rights to academic freedom as a pro- 
fessor of Philosophy? 

Apparently not. 

It’s gotten so students may have to rent bull- 
dozers to force themselves through the cordons of 
dissenters which frequently envelop Dow interview- 
ers, Protestors, the first to scream if their micro- 
phones are silenced, have no qualms whatsoever 
about denying their fellow students the opportunity 
to hear what Dow has to say.

Einstein Quoted 
At Sigma Xi Talk 


“The trouble with chemists is 
that chemistry is too hard for 
them,"' according to Albert 
Einstein. He was quoted and 
supported by Dr, Viado Prelog | 
in a Sigma Xi lecture, “‘Chemi- 
eal Topology,"’ at East Auditor- 
ium last Thursday night 


Dr. Prelog is professor and / 
head of the Laboratory of Or- 
ganic Chemistry at the Swiss 
Federal Institute of Technology 
in Zurich, Switzerland. Among 
his many honors he holds the 
titles of First Centerary Lectur- | 
er of the Chemical Society of | 
London, and Reilly Lecturer at) 
the University of Notre Dame. | 

The lecture was sponsored 
jointly by the URI and Brown) 
University chapters of the So-| 
ciety of the Sigma Xi, and hon-| 
orary scientific society. 

Dr. Prelog defined chemical | 
topology as the science describ- | 
ing the topography of molecules. | 
He discussed the contributions | 
of Pasteur, Lord Kelvin Vant'’- 
Hoff and Lebel, and illustrated 
his lecture with slides.

Rams Trounce Mame

For the second time in the 
last three weeks. the Rhode Is- 
land football] team gained near- 
iy five hundred yards in total 
offense. as they survived a 
shaky 13-12 halftime lead and 
defeated the University of 
Maine's Black Bears. 34-12, last 
Suturday at Meade Field. 

This victory. the sixth of the 
season for the Rams, against a 
single defeat and one tie, gives 





this year’s team the best record 


ot any URI football team since 


1955. with only the University of 
Connecticut game remaiming. 

From a statistical point of 
view, the game was a total rout, 
The Rams made 27 first downs 
to Maine’s 9, outgained them by 
490 yards to 190, and with the 
help of several large losses pin- 
ned on the Black Bears’ quarter- 
beck as he attempted to pass in 
the fourth quarter. held them to 
minus 9 yards rushing. 


Fourth Quarter Surge 

However, the bulk of these 
statistics was not amassed until 
the fourth quarter, during which 
Rhody scored 21 points. Until 
then, the Bears. who had not 
scored in their previous four 
games, gave the home team and 
its fans @ great deal to worry 
about, 

As usual, Larry Caswell and 
Brent Kaufman ted the Rhody 
attack, Caswell attempted for- 
ty passes, twenty-four of them 
in the first half, and completed 
twenty-one for 249 yards. Kauf. 
man rushed thirty-seven times 
for 14% yards, added #0 yards 
more on two pass receptions, 
and acored two touchdowns, 

Neither team was able to 
score in the first period, al- 
theugh the RI offense showed 
that it could move the ball 


against the Maine defense, while 
the Ram defensive platoon pre- 
vented the Bears from making 
a first down until 1:45 remained 
in the first period.
